The outward flow of capital, which 
has been going on for more than 
a year, began to accelerate. 


Some of those who had exylted 
soon grew grave. It was, they 
knew, a long step into darkness. 
There can be no turning back. 


Mr. Verwoerd, after his brief 
statement, predicted a deteriora- 
tion of the Commonwealth. He 
may be right. But even more cer- 
taim is the sure decline of the 
Union of South Africa. From now 
on the sorrow, the tragedy of 
persons caught in a great tide 
of history, will grow. 


Political Defeat 


Withdrawal of the Union was a 
political defeat for the British 
government. But, paradoxically, 
it may evolve into at least a vic- 
tory of undetermined durability. 


Technically speaking, the Union 
was not forced out. But she 
would have been. The line-up 
against hér was strong. It was 
based on the extremely oppres- 
sive racial laws of the Verwoerd 
government.

Gov. Vandiver gave his support 
Thursday to President Kennedy’s 
federal aid to education program 
provided the bill passes without 


any direction as to how states 
must spend the funds. 


The governor said, “I agree 
with the President of the United 
States’’ that the tax funds should 
not be sent to church-supported 
schools. 

Kennedy has appealed to Con- 
gress to pass his federal aid pro- 
gram without ‘strings and said 
he hopes the different religious 
groups will not create such a split 
over the bill that there will be 
animosity after the congressional 
action. 


Vandiver said, “If we can have 
aid with no strings attached, then 
we would like to have it.” 


Vandiver said he approved the 
action of the Georgia House of 
Representatives in passing a reso- 
lution supporting no-strings-at- 
tached federal aid as one of -the 
closing acts of its 1961 session. 


That vote overturned a long his- 
tory of legislative opposition to 
federal aid programs. It was 
prompted in part, at least, by the 
Legislature's struggles to find 
money for teacher pay raises. 


Several Georgia Congressmen 
reportediy are ready to break 
with Southern Democratic tradi- 
tion and vote for the federal aid 
bill. The bill would provide the 
funds for a $700 pay raise for 
Georgia teachers.

Kennedy’s Farm Plan 


Offers Improvements 


President Kennedy yesterday put his 
finger on causes of the farm problem and 
made recommendations toward helping 
bringing about a cure. 


A key sentence in his message to Con- 
gress: “The solution lies not so much in 
severe restrictions upon our talent to pro- 
duce as upon proper channeling of our 
abundance into more effective and ex- 
panded uses.” 


The Kennedy formula for going about 
this has considerable merit. It includes 
expansion of the school lunch and milk 
programs; redoubling of efforts to gain 
access for more U.S. agricultural products 
to foreign markets; better use of the na- 
tion’s abundance to advance the cause of 
peace and freedom around the world; au- 
thorization of an additional two billion 
dollars to permit sale of surplus products 
for local currencies and expanded re- 
search into market, nutrition and utili- 
zation. 


Several amendments were proposed on 
marketing and support methods. The 
President carefully spelled out that pro- 
grams involving controls over production 
and marketing should not go into effect 
until approved by a majority of two- 
thirds of the producers affected. : 

As President Kennedy said, the pres- 
ent drift of the farm program into a cha- 
otic state cannot be ended by one sweep 
of magic. 

But at least let a beginning be made 
toward giving the farmer a fairer shake 
as well as taxpayers in general who pay 
the freight on the present unsuccessful 
program.

Of architecture I know aught except what the 
eye beholds and the senses feel. Plus the glean- 
ings of bright conversation with my neighbor,

But the purpose of this piece is to salute Richard Aeck and Julian 
Harris, the former an architect with a sculptor’s touch, the latter a 
sculptor who used to be an architect. 


It has now been announced that Mr. Harris has won the year’s 
award for contributions to civic beauty in Atlanta, and that 
Mr. Aeck has been named a fellow of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, the only one this year in Georgia, for his building designs. 

We frequently salute painters, musicians, writers, dancers. Yet 
the art of builders and moulders lives with us most intimately. The 
bold ones inspire either awe or chagrin. Yet an independent mind, 


reaching high, is a thing to honor. 


If you think Mr. Harris’ sculpture on a monkey house or a tiger 
home would be prosaic, look at these buildings at Grant Park 
Zoo. Observe Br’er Rabbit and the Tarbaby at the Uncle Remus 
branch of the Atlanta public library. Examine the map of Georgia 
on the Commerce Building, or his air-age sculpture soon to hang at 
the new airport terminal. Or go and see the figures by Harris gracing 
Grady Hospital. This is art of a quality worth the recognition he has 


received. 
. 


As for Mr. Aeck, his most famous building is Georgia Tech’s 
Big Dome—Alexander Memorial Coliseum—a metal-ribbed casserole 
hung in tribute to man’s conquest of gravity. He built those concrete 
goblets supporting the pavilion roof at Ida Cason Callaway Gardens, 
the leaning light towers at Henry Grady High School's athletic field, 
the bold new structures at North Georgia College. In the lobby of one 
of the dormitories at Dahlonega he placed an unusual partition of 
many bright colors. He said he had the bold idea, then found con- 
firmation of his judgment in an article showing a similar partition in 
a Harvard building. After building his own, he visted Cambridge 
and noted, with surprise and then amusement, that Harvard had got 
cold feet and—had never built theirs. 

The honors to Mr. Harris and Mr. Aeck, as to others who will 
come, are compliments to the running room that Georgia gives to 


her gifted men.

Kennedy’s Plan 
Aimed at the Reds 


WASHINGTON—Like the old Marshall Plan 
for Europe, the Kennedy Plan for Latin America 
has a tough and profoundly realistic anti-Com- 


munist motive beneath the generous economic aid it offers this 
hemisphere. What President Kennedy really intends to do is to halt 
communism in Latin America just as the Marshall Plan largely 
halted it in Western Europe in the period immediately after the war. 


This is to be done by making 
communism politically as well as 
economically unprofitable. If all 
goes well communism or pro- 
communism will become unprof- 
itable even among those of our 
hemisphere neighbors who are, 
at this moment, far from ‘“‘good”’ 
neighbors and very far from pro- 
capitalist democracy. 

This is no ribbon-wrapped pack- 
age of Christmas in the spring- 
time for the Latinos. This is no 
social worker’s scheme for ‘a 
quart of milk for every Hotten- 
tot.” This is, at bottom, a hard- 
headed plan fof an economic re- 
vival of Latin America under 
“strings” that are very real, in- 
deed 


For in political terms the very 
core of the Kennedy plan is this: 
It is simply not going to be pos- 
sible for any Latin American na- 
tion to obtain any real benefits 
unless it joins in truth and loyalty 
into a far larger pattern of col- 
lective strength and collective 
Western style security for this 
hemisphere. 

Any Latin American president 
who excludes his country from 
aid by his unwillingness to go

along with this security pattern 
will surely have a good deal of 
explaining to do to the home 
folks. 

No nation will receive help un- 
less ‘‘it lives up to the principles 
of self-help and domestic reform.” 

But what is far more signifi- 
cant is the nature of the political 
“‘strings’’—more bluntly they 
might be called strong ropes— 
which will attach to Kennedy aid. 
These strings will lead in the end 
to one place and one alone, the 
Organization of American States. 

The OAS, in consequence, is 
bound to be greatly strengthened. 
And the OAS is the sole instru- 
mentality through which the Unit- 
ed States can really get at the 
most dangerous example of Com- 
munist intrusion in this hemi- 
sphere, Castroism in Cuba. 

Fidel Castro himself clearly 
gathers what the Kennedy plan 
means. Within hours of its an- 
nouncement, he was screaming in 
angry pain in Havana. The White 
House and State Department were 
not made exactly unhappy. For 
every assault he makes on the 
plan will help it in Congress.

Murrow ex- 
plained quietly. .‘‘We have an 
open, pluralistic society where we 
cannot conceal our difficulties or 
our controversies even if we 
would. If we don’t report them 
responsibly and _ accurately, 
someone else will report them 
worse,” 


Sen. J. William Fulbright* later 
said to the witness: ‘“‘I predict 
you will have a very difficult time 
finding out what truth is.”’ 

The committee then went on to 
confirm Murrow.

A small dose of LSD, one no 
larger than a minute portion of 
a grain of salt, produces schizo- 
phrenic symptoms in a perfect-

Brings Casualties 


When historians write their commentaries 
about our day, among their observations will 
be that ours was a day of noise, clamor, bells, 


ly normal person and gives Em- 
ory pharmacologists insight into 
strange states of mental disor- 
der. 

Dr. Henry Murphee, in on the 
project for the past three years, 
sees it as successful. 

The hunt has been a hard one 
for biochemical bases of mental 
illness. 

If a drug can be used to cause 
false psychotic behaviour pat- 
terns, can’t an antidote be found 
to help fight schizophrenia? 

This was the basic belief of 


whistles, sirens and incessant turning of wheels. There are two 
major casualties in this noisy confusion: the human soul has a 
way of getting detached from the body and the voice of God is 


drowned out. 

Trying to hear the voice of 
God above the deafening thun- 
der of man-made sounds is al- 
most impossible. The Biblical 
advice, ‘‘Be still and know that 
I am God,” falls on deafened 
ears. Being still. Who qualifies 
for this position in a day that 
places its highest acclaim and 
biggest budget on speed and 
motion? Little wonder then that 
soul and body become so easily 
detached. 

Could it be that our guess- 
work about God, our vain specu- 
lations about eternity are in a 
great measure the result of our 
not being still long enough to 
hear God’s voice? The connec- 
tions between knowledge and 
being still is evident. Only as 
the soul comes to attention and 
the nervous jig arrested does 
the mind of man have a chance 
to focus on the fundamentals of 
life. No great works of art were 
ever wrought by men out of 
breath. No profound truth is 
given meaning by folk with their 
tongues hanging out. 

Any people who equate prog- 
ress with motion will eventual- 
lv see the folly of the process. 
Multiplying numbers does not 
necessarily increase strength; 
nor does activism signify growth 
in itself. Xerxes quipped to one 
of his lieutenants, ‘‘Would that 


I had as many soldiers as I 
have men.’ The same desire 
could be voiced by every church 
in America: Would that we had 
as many genuine Christians as 


we have church members. 

Certain rigid disciplines are 
required to pause during the 
day, to let the soul catch up 
with the body, and to hear the 
still, small voice within. A few 
minutes for meditation and re- 
flection will go a long way to- 
ward reducing the strains and 
stresses which siphon off our 
best energies. 


Underneath the ancient city 
of Shechem there are silent riv- 
ers flowing. During the day 
when the crowds are noisily 
bartering on the streets, the 
rivers cannot be heard. But 
after sunset, when bleating 
sheep and goats have bedded 
down for the night, and the 
fussy, haggling merchants have 
closed their bazaars, one can 
hear the rivers flowing beneath 
the ancient streets of Shechem. 


Beneath the surface strata of 
our lives, deep rivers of Divine 
purposefulness flow.

Doctors injected the LSD into 
one another and into prisoners 
at the Atlanta Federal Peniten- 
tiary. Depending on the patient 
and dosage, schizophrenic reac- 
tions were produced. Uneasi- 
ness and anxiousness swelled in 
the patient. In advanced stages 
they saw hallucinations, bright 
colors and whirling designs. 


LSD had made them, for the 
moment, psychotic. 

Dosage depends on threshold 
level of individual patients. But 
with small-grain potions pecu- 
liarities can be predicted. ‘““There 
is disorganization first,” said 
Dr. Harry Williams, ‘‘then the 
visual hallucinations where 
things are seen and thought 
very, very real.” 

Penitentiary inmates made 
perfect patients. For one thing, 
they had the time. For another, 
any activity was an escape from 
boredom. Sixteen prisoners vol- 
untarily took varied doses of 
LSD to produce schizophrenia. 
But some may have had a jump 
on the drug: Dr. Williams thinks 
that 11 of 12 prisoners released 
in three years were back in the 
federal pen before testing at 
Emory was completed. 

That had been my question 
when I started into this: What 
happens if I’m already half 
nuts? 

Nothing, except there might 
be the martini jag. 

And this is about the best of- 
fer I've ever had because 
there is absolutely no chance 
of hangover.

“The field of human reproduc- 
tion” deserves—but isn't get- 
ting—the national scrutiny and 
support now accorded ‘mental 
health, cancer, and polio,” an 
Emory University professor-phy- 
sician declared here Thursday.

Dr. Thompson, associate pro- 
fessor of obstetrics and gyne- 
cology at Emory’s School of 
Medicine, reported ‘‘an alarming 
increase” in the number of pre- 
mature births here and over the 
nation. 


He gave delegates highlights of 
a 12-year study of maternal mor- 
tality study at Atlanta’s Grady 
Hospital—where, he pointed out, 
“7? per cent of all births in Geor- 
gia occur.’”” Deaths in child-birth 
and premature births are related 
directly to the amount and quality

of pre-natal care mothers re- 
ceive, he stressed. 


ASKS BOLD ACTION 


The doctor said ‘imaginative 
planning and bold action’’ was 
necessary to devise some means 
by which pregnant women in 
lower socio-economic _ brackets 
could receive the maternal care 
now lacking. Most large charity 
hospitals and clinics are inade- 
quate in this field, he said, be- 
cause of scarcity of funds and 
personnel. 


Dr. Thompson said 23 per cent 
of the mothers who gave birth 
at Grady Hospital in the past 12 
years ‘“‘came to the hospital for 
the first time in labor’ without 
previous pre-natal care. In con- 
trast, he pointed out, 99 per cent 
of women going to obstetricians 
in private practice receive early 
and regular pre-natal care.

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- Meteorite Indicates Life in Space * 


NEW YORK (®#—New signs of life from somewhere in space 
have been found in chips of a meteorite that fell to earth 97 years 
ago, scientists said Thursday. 


_ This may be the first concrete evidence that life exists or did 
exist on some other planet than earth. 


Traces of wax-like substances were found in the meteorite— 
substances that had their origin in living matter, the scientists said. 

The meteorite sample also showed a high content of organic 
carbon—a raw material of life. 


The wax-like substances—hydrocarbons—amounted to a few 
parts per thousand in the meteorite chips. In most earth soils it 
is measured as less than 50 parts per million. Other hydrocarbons 
similar to those found in plants and animals were also detected. 


Where on earth would amounts of the hydrocarbons be similar 
to the amounts measured in the meteorite? Perhaps in swampy 
areas. One swamp in Sumatra has soil with a hydrocarbon content 


of two parts per thousand.

The meteorite fell near Orgueil, France, on May 14, 1864. It 


was seen by many people as it 


entered the earth's atmosphere 


and exploded in the sky. About 20 fragments, one as large as a 


man’s head, most of the others the 


size of a fist, were found. 


Chips from one fragment were obtained from the American 
Museum of Natural History in New York City by Dr. Bartholomew 
Nagy, 34, a Hungarian-born professor of chemistry at Fordham 


University. 
Dr. Nagy and Dr. Douglas 


J. Hennessy. another Fordham 


chemistry professor, and Dr. Warren G. Meinschein of Esso Re- 
search and Engineering Company mace the discovery. 


They worked on chips that 


weighed about one-fiftieth of a

Racial breakdown of the state’s 
population characteristics puts 
the white population at 2,817,223, 
an increase of 18.3 over 1950. 


The non-white population, which

dians; 686 Chinese; 433 Filipinos, 
and 544 unclassified, 


The report shows that 38.3 per 
cent of the City of Atlanta’s popu- 
lation is non-white compared with 
22.8 per cent for the five-county 
Metropolitan Atlanta area. 


Among Georgia's “urbanized 
areas,”’ the non-white population 
of the “central cities’’ is 37.4 per 
cent while that of the ‘urban 
fringe’ is 11.3 per cent.

The President wanted a bill 
financed under normal federal 
financing arrangements. That is. 
states with the greatest need 
would draw more than they con- 
tribute from federal funds: while 
states with relatively small un- 
employment would pay in more 
than they get back. 


This is the financing system 
provided by a bill passed earlier 
by the House, and it was what 
the President wanted from the 
Senate Finance Committee, of 
which Byrd is chairman. The 
vote was 11 to 2 for the Byrd 
amendment. 


After the committee action 
Wednesday, administration back- 
ers in the Senate were pessimistic 
about defeating the Byrd amend- 
ment. All the committee’s Re 
publicans and some of the Sen- 
ate’s most influential Democrats 
—men like Clinton P. Anderson of 
New Mexico and Robert S. Kerr 
of Oklahoma — had sided with 
Byrd. 


His only opposition in the com- 
mittee came from Albert Gore of 
Tennessee and Paul H. Douglas 
of Illinois, both Democrats. Both 
men were determined to make a 
fight against Byrd on the floor 
Thursday. 


Wednesday night Gore called 
the President and urged White 
House assistance. Gore argued 
that a triumph for the coalition 
on this issue, and a defeat for 
the administration on a major 
anti-recession bill, would blunt 
the whole administration drive 
for its economic program.

Languages 
Studied 
By 43 Ol 0 


Almost 11,000 more Georgia 
high school students are taking 


foreign languages this year than 
last year, a State Department of 
Education survey showed Thuts- 
day. 


A total of 43,810 white and Ne- 
gro students now are enrolled in 
language courses, compared to 
32.848 in the 1959-60 school year. 


The figures were released by 
Dr. M. Gordon Brown, language 
coordinator, in connection with 
the department’s observance next 
week of ‘‘Modern Foreign Lan- 
guage Week.” 


The most popuular language 
among white students, the survey 
showed, is Latin, which 12,684 
students are studying. Among Ne- 
groes, French, which is being 
studied by 10,105 students, is the 
most popular. 


There are 8.491 white students 
studying French and 729 Negroes 
taking Latin. 


Spanish is the second most: pop- 
ular language among white stu- 
dents. There are 9,902 white stu- 
dents taking courses in this lan 
guage, and 1,458 Negroes. 


In other languages, there are 
241 whites and 55 Negroes taking 
German and 83 whites and 62 Ne- 
groes taking Russian. 


All Georgia high schools are 
required to offer two years of 
foreign language courses.

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Shell Research scientists reveal how they got 


168.47 miles per gallon 


BULLETIN: 


One hundred and sixty-eight miles per gallon must 
be a world’s record. Like most records, it could never

HELL scientists are a competitive lot. 
S Their constant pursuit of top perform- 
ance has all the elements of a race. 

Some years ago, an argument as to who 
could get the most miles out of a gallon of 
gasoline boiled up into a challenge. And 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon was born. 

Shell scientists have competed in this 
Mileage Marathon for several years. Not as 
a publicity stunt. But purely as a private 
contest of ingenuity. They use their own 
cars. Their own time. Their own money. 


Not for everyday use 


The best mileage recorded so far is a resound- 
ing 168 miles per gallon. 

Many of the things contestants did to 
push mileage up to this world record are 
positively not recommended for informal 
marathons on the public highway. But they 
do throw some light on what makes a little 
gasoline goa long way. Here are some details. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 


Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 
modified 1924 2-passenger coupé (see cut). 
It was rescued from a junkyard for $35. 
The only rigid requirements that had to 
be met to qualify for the Mileage Marathon 
could be written on a book of matches. 


The car had to have four rubber-tired 
wheels. It had to weigh no less than 
2000 pounds. It had to have at least 100 
cu. in. piston displacement. And it had 
to use the same gasoline that anybody 
could buy at a Shell service station, with 
no doctoring allowed. 


After that, no holds were barred. The car 
that won used a standard carburetor from 
an old one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures up to 110 pounds 


Some Marathon contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 
to reduce road-wheel friction. 

Such crazy pressures would, of course, 
be quite unsafe under normal road condi- 
tions—and hideously uncomfortable, too. 

But, under Shell’s carefully controlled 
Marathon safety rules, the only ill effects 
were a few rattled vertebrae, some broken 


springs and an embarrassing bruise or two. 


Pressure problems for the champs 


Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, who eventu- 
ally set the existing record, had to be satisfied 
with something less spectacular in the tire 
pressure department. 

Their 1924 car's beat-up tires couldn’t 
possibly take more than 50 pounds. And, 
even then, they felt more solid than pneu- 
matic. But there was a helpful mileage divi- 
dend in the old, wood-spoked wheels. 

They took tires that were nearly a yard in 
diameter. This moved the car forward an 
extraordinary 942 feet at every revolution. 

What's more, these ancient tires were 
worn so smooth that road friction was cut 
toa minimum. Other competitors achieved a 
similar result by buffing off their treads, till 


only the slimmest strip touched the road. 


SAFETY NOTE FROM THE CHAMPS: Don't try 
buffing the tread off your own tires. You risk 
more than a puncture. It might mean a blow- 
out and a crash. 


Muffled radiator and no fan 


Many competitors went as far as to remove 
their engine's water pump and generator to 
save engine load. But Berry and Schuette 
grandly ignored this refinement. 

However, they did remove their cooling 
fan to save energy. And they did muffle 
their radiator completely to save heat. 

As anybody knows, all cars go better when 
properly warmed up. And, because our mile- 
age champs used an “engine-off, engine-on” 
driving technique in the contest, they even 
designed a special exhaust-heated air duct 
that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 
into the carburetor. 

Incidentally, did you know that fast 
warm-up is specially provided for in today’s 
Super Shell? Its formula contains a gasoline 
ingredient called “Pentane Mix.” This acts 
in your engine much as kindling acts in a 
log fire.

One push and wheels spin 
for 30 minutes 


Since the contest had nothing to do with

wear, many daring liberties were taken with 
lubrication systems. 

On the winning car—the transmission and 
wheel bearings were lubricated with light 
engine oil instead of with heavy oil and 
grease, to reduce drag. It worked. 

When the front wheels were jacked up 
and given an experimental push, they 
continued to spin for half an hour!

Shell’s record was set in two trips over an 
11.94 mile course. The run was almost a 
walk. 

The winning car was accelerated to 20 
miles per hour, at which point the driver cut 
his engine and coasted in neutral. 

Only when the “speed” dropped below 
5 miles per hour was the engine restarted 
and the cycle repeated. All acceleration was 
done in high gear and at nearly full throttle. 
‘There was little choice. All other gears were 
removed prior to the contest. 


Serious—or scientific fun? 


You already know the result of all this eccen- 
tric tinkering and mad-hatter driving. 

But, since “on-and-off” driving is illegal 
on the public road—and since most Mara- 
thon modifications are positively dangerous 
for normal use—you may be wondering if 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon has any point. 

Is it a serious test? Or is it a piece of semi-

scientific fun that is just an excuse for a pic- 
nic? The answer is—a bit of both. 


Knowledge passed on 


When Marathon Day rolls around at Shell, 
there is certainly a picnic atmosphere at the 
testing grounds.

it. You expect the Keystone Cops to arrive 
at any minute.

Not 
everybody sets a world record. But every 
contestant learns a little more about the 
care and feeding of automobiles. Which, 
after all, is Shell’s main job.

' WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation’s industrial 
production held steady in February, snapping a six- 
month decline, the Federal Reserve Board reported 
Thursday. 


The board's report supported 
administration views that the 
business recession is touching bot- 
tof and an upturn may be near. 

It said February trends among 
iridustrial industries were mixed, 
but the over-all output of U.S. 
factories, mines, mills and utili- 


partment and other general mer- 
chandise stores where trade rose 
substantially. Sales of autos failed 
to improve over the January 
rate, and dealers’ stocks of un- 
sold new cars changed little. 


New car inventories. usually 
rise in February, however. 
The board noted that construc-

STARTED IN AUGUST 

Starting last August, industrial 
activity as measured by the board 
began falling. By January it had 
dropped 7 per cent to a figure of 
102, meaning output was 2 per 
cent. higher than in the 1957 base 
period. 

The board said iron and steel 
production rose in February for 
the second consecutive month. 


Auto assemblies fell, «but the 
February decline was only 6 per 
cent compared to a 20 per cent 
dip in January. “Current produc- 
tion rates suggest some addition- 
al decrease in March,” the board 
said. 


AUTOS OFFSET 

The decline in autos, and a fur- 
ther cutback in furniture output, 
about offset increases in output 
of radios, television sets and some 
appliances. 

The board, in another favorable 
gection of its report, said com- 
mercial bank credit rose in Feb- 
ruary, a month in which it usu- 
ally declines.

Mills spoke at a news confer- 
ence held at Ford’s assembly plant 
here in connection with a first 
anniversary celebration of the 
Comet automobile. As part of the 
celebration, a cake in the shape 
of a Comet moved down the regu- 
lar assembly line. 


Mills said sales in the last month 
had shown a major change for 
the better, ery in the north- 
east section of the country. 


Two other auto companies, 
also noting improved retail sales, 
announced Wednesday that they 
have revised their March produc- 
tion schedules accordingly. 


Chrysler Corp. said it will in- 
crease output 25 per cent over 
original plans for the month. And 
Studebaker-Packard said it will 
maintain schedules, rather than 
cut back. 


Mills said the compact Comet 
has led its nearest General 
Motors medium-priced compact 
rival (Pontiac Tempest) by about 
45 per cent in sales during the 
past three months. He said total 
Comet production for the first 
year had been about 220,500, and 
sales since the car’s introduction 
last March 17 have totaled about 
195,000.
